The inventions in the claims listed below of the present application should 
not be granted a patent under the provision of 2 bis of Art. 29 of the Patent Law since 
it is identical with an invention described in the specification or drawings originally 
attached to the petition for patent (utility model) application listed below, which was 
filed prior to the filing date of the present application and was published (issued in 
Official Gasette listing patents or utility models) or was laid open for public 
inspection, the inventor of the present application is not identical with the inventor 
who has made the invention in the prior patent (utility model) application, and the 
applicant of the present application is also not identical with the applicant of the 
above patent (utility model) application at the time of filing the present application.

Remarks: 

The specification initially attached to the application of Reference 1 (see 
paragraphs [0022] to [0024]) or drawings (see Figs. 7, 8, 9 and 11) describes that, in 
the inflation pressure monitoring system, ID registration is carried out if, after 
setting the rear left wheel at 350KPa, the front right wheel at 300KPa, the rear left 
wheel at 250KPa and the rear right wheel at 200Kpa, the signals (corresponding to 
"the tire pressure detection data indicating detection results which would not be 
brought about in normal conditions" and "the signal of pressure value which would 
not be brought about in normal conditions") from the air pressure sensors 6-9 of 
these four wheels are received by the control unit 20.

The detailed description of the present application does not comply with the 
requirements provided under 4 th para, and No. 2 of the 6 th para, of Art. 36 of the 
Patent Law. 

NOTE 

(1) The "predetermined signal" recited in Claims 13 and 14 of the present application 
is unclear as to the sort of signal meant by the wording. 

(2) The "predetermined trigger signal" set out in paragraphs [0049] and [0055], and 
Figs. 6 and 9 of the present specification is unclear because when and from where 
the signal is transmitted are not specifically mentioned. 

Accordingly, the detailed description of the present invention does not clearly 
and sufficiently describe the inventions recited in Claims 13 and 14 to the extent a 
skilled artisan would implement the inventions. 

As to the inventions defined in the claims other than the ones pointed out in 
this notification, no reasons for rejection are found so far. In the event reasons for 
rejection are newly found, another notification of reasons for rejection will be issued.
